Albany, N. Y., May 15.— A strong 
•ffort irtlK made fo itrinf the ioHt^M. 

Ing Interests In tho street tar strike 
into conference, but it failed and tlie 
bMscb la at wide at eyer. 

The establlshmont of the militia pa- 
trol put a quietus uu rioting. One 
company was ordered to the traction 
power house, another to the upper 
town bam and the third to the north 
em barn. Wlicn the company order 
ed to the uptown Ijurii swung into 
Quail street, a jeering crowd fell in 
on ita flanks and rear and followed 
to the bam. As it hatted in front of 
fie barn a shower of rocks and other 
missiles fell among the nun. It was 
thought for a tini" there would be a 
Claab^but the police drove the crowd 
back and the soldfers taatde no menac- 
ing movement. The police withdrew 
as soon as the national guard picket 
line was established around the Trac- 
tion company's plant. 

K'htf crowds reassembled at day- 
light and howled out their choicest 
epithets at the nonunion men who 
shower, themselves at the iii)per win- 
dows of the barracks. The first de- 
tachment of the Twenty-third infantry 
arrived early in the morning and its 
opening part In the industfiai iirvit- 
glc came near beinj^ a tragedy. .lust 
after the train liad crossed the Now 
York Central bridge spanning the 
Hudson, it struck a misplaced switch. 
The powerful mogul engine dt^tflhg 
it Jumped the track and Went tiMti- 
bling over on its side.' Notie of the 
cars left the trai k, but they were giv- 
en a Jolt that sliook every man in the 
train. There were 400 men in the de- 
tachment under LieutettMlif Colonel 
Brady. The edftftf Meohd Regiment, 
under command of Colonel Lloyd of 
Troy, and Including 1,000 from Troy. 
Cohoes, Hooslc Falls, Schenectady 
and Saratoga, was ordered to report 
in thf» elty. This will make th« to- 
tal military strength about S.SOO. 

The first active step of the military 
for< fs was taken shortly after 10 
o'clock when the Third signal corps. 
Inounted, and a detachment of mount- 
.ed police cleared tbo streets around 
the Qosfl' stireft barn. A ilMk^ of four 
blocks was cleared and a new ^jlckei 
line was established at its outer edge. 
This move, it is understood, is pre- 
liminary to the repairing of the lines 
In tlxit vicinity and the clearing away 
of the Wreclced cars ahd obsiructloh 
on the tracks. 

W. D. Mahan, International presi- 
dent of the Amalgamated Association 
of Street Railway empla^^es of Amer- 
ica, has left the city. B^fbre going 
away, Mr. Mahan gare out a stite- 
ment In which it was said Chairman 
Dilwarth and ho came to Albany hop- 
ing to bring about an adjustment of 
the diiflculties between the Union 
Tfictton company ifiit ki eihploy^, 
but that owing to the existing bitter- 
ness there was no present prospect of 
bringing the contending forces to 
gether. It had therefore been decid- 
ed to leave affairs here in the hands 
of the two local organisations until 
such time as they deemed the pres- 
ence of the International officers 
might be of assistance to them. Mr. 
Mahan added that the strikers had 
the support of the international.

This 
was slow and tinsatisfactory and It 
was prcrposed that they strike to fotce 
the thabvi'aaturers to brtni pressui'e 
td bAr (tit die 4ttiok ifividt of fbe 
bridge. All men employod on the 
western side <4 the river struck and 
marched across the other bridges 
and held a mass meeting in the heart 
Of tB* dltjr.

The manufactur- 
ers say they will close their factories 
before granting the requests of men.

WUllKmston. W. Va.. May 15.— 
Great difficulty Is experienced in get- 
ting a jury to try the c'atfe of Hon. S. 
D. Stokes of thiri city, charged with 
the murder of Kev. J. J. Wolil at his 
home here Dec. 5. The regular panel 
has been exhausted without securing 
more than one Jbror. Stokes Is so 
well known And tho killing caused 
such feeling that it is hard to find 
any one without fixed opinion. 

The tragedy was remarkable. Wohl 
waa » Pres b y t eri an preacher of great 
force and in a sermon last. winter vio* 
lently denounced the society people 
of the town for dancing. Stokes took 
offence at the sermon and the ne.xt 
Sunday the remarks were repeated. 
The following evening Stokes and 
Wohl. miet at the threshold 6t Wohl's 
residence. Hot words passed. Mrs. 
La Noive, the minister's housekeeper, 
to whom Stokes was talking, and who 
is the only witness, says Wohl 
slapped Stokei id tbi face and shot 
him in the hip before Stokes drew 
his pistol And fired twice, killing him 
instantly. Stokes is popular and a 
prominent politician. He has been 
out on baM all the time. T^o case is 
attracting great attention.

There has be(*n but little change in 
Mrs. MbKlnley's ( onditicui sin< e Tui i^- 
day night. She has gained In several 
respects and lost In others. Tho pres- 
ident remained at Mr. Scott's resi- 
dence Wednesday and did not take 
part in the prograib of exercises. 

President McKinley did not go to 
Berkeley to attend the commence- 
ment exercises at the University of 
Caltfomla. Members of the cabinet 
and others of the presidential party 
were taken to the university groumls 
and the exercises of the day wi-re m'i 
served, with Secretary Hay acting iu 
the president's stead. 

Mrs. McKinley's condition is con 
sidered serious by the phyfdclarts at- 
tending her. It is very probable Mrs. 
McKinley will not be able to leave 
San Francisco by next Monday when 
the stay of the presidential party was 
to have terminated.

Chicaoo, May 13.— "Peking is the 
preecnt political capital of Christendom ; 
there yon can put yonr finger on tbe pulee 
of the nations ; all eyes are turned toward 
tliat great city. It is the greatest prac- 
tical school in tbe world ; there tbe na- 
tions are gaining an edneation and an 
insight into Chinese affairs whiob tliey 
have never possessed before." 

Thus said Dr. William S. Ament, the 
returned missionary, ppeaking at tbe 
First Congregational Church last night 
upon "Tbe Present Situation in China." 
Continuing, he said: "It is a remark- 
able fact that in this great Chinese na- 
tion, one of tbe oldest among the civil- 
ized, the very home of conservatism, the 
natives are befdnning to see tlie need of 
new ideas, modernism is iait gaining • 
foothold. 

"Only a few days before I left China a 

prominent Chinese gentleman said to 
me: 'We Chinese know that we need 
many thtilgt, but first of all we need a 
new reli(?ion.' And that is true ; they do 
need a new religion, and Christianity is 
thoroughly adequate for tbe regenera- 
tion of tbe Chinese character.
